GEN. WOOD ANSWERS WAR 


MANEUVER CRITICS. 


Bays Piomotes Spirit of Co-Optra Uon 


and ihofcg Vital Defect in 


Humbert. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.— Critics of the 


joint maneuvers of the regular army 
and the National guard who have been 
predicting that the Boston campaign 
* ill be the last of such joint operations 
because the hardship and suffering of 
the militiamen was all out of propor- 
tion to the tessans learned, were an- 
swered today by Major General Leon- 
ard Wood, commanding the department 
of the east. 


General Wood said: 
"The statement purporting to come 


from some one connected with the war 
department at Washington relating to 
the hardship and suffering of the mea 
engaged in the maneuvers in "a»sa- 
chuaetts has no foundation in fact, 
The amount of sickness was extraordi- 
narily small. 


"The report of Gen. William A. Pew, 


commanding the Blue division, which 
has Just reached me, says: 


" 'The health of the men In the week. 


under severe weather conditions, was 
excellent. In the entire division there 
were loss than 100 cases treated, and 
those Tvere mostly minor injuries, sore 
feet and the like.' 


"The report of Major J. B. McCook, 


chief surgeon of the Connecticut brig- 
ade of the Red army, which also has 
just reached me. saj s in regard to the 
health of the men: 


" There Is almost no sickness an4 


few accidents, and what we b°d, as A 
rule amounted to nothing." 


"It is not true that the hardship* 


were all «ut of proportion to the lessons 
learned. In the first place, there were 
no hardships. N'o complaint has come 
from the men or officers. There were 
possibly 5 per cent of the militiamen 
dissatisfied with the maneuvers, and 
they were the proportion which would 
prefer life in a camp. 


"On the other hand, lessons learned 


were invaluable. One of them is that 
we tyav* not enough regulars, or militia- 
men ready for mobilization to defeni 
a city against such an attack aa was 
made against Boston, The other is that 
it builds up the spirit of co-operation 
between the regular army and the Na- 
tional guard.'"

He rose, bowed 
deeply and ext»pd«A his right hand 
to the Englishmen.

TODAY'S press dispatches tell of a suit for 


damages brought by an English suffragette who 
was fed against her will, by means of a tube forci- 
bly thrust down her throat, while confined in the 
Birmingham jail 
This misguided 
fen><>le, like 


other* of her kind who have been arrested for in- 
dulging in the peculiar variety of hoodlum iAn 
which appears to be a part of the more recent 
suffragette program, had adopted the plan of af- 
fecting martyrdom by Refusing food. Ac a means 
»f attuning notoriety fhj? jnethod of self-starvation 
Is highly successful, though nobody is so guileless 
}s to believe t»«t any of these militant iadi« would 
ta»ry it to the extreme of suicide, even if permitted 
to have her own way. 


But unfortunately— or fortunately, for the suf- 


fragette: the law of civilized countries does net 
recognise the right of prisoners to starve them- 
selves or adopt any other course which might end 
in self-destruction, A recalcitrant prisoner is com- 
pelled to take nourishment whether he or she • 
wants to or not, and thus it happened that when 
Miss Laura Alnsworth persistently denied herself 
the food placed before her in the Birmingham Jail, 
«be was held fast by muscular "gaolers" — as they 
•pell it over there and liquid food was poured 
down her throat through a tube. Now the gentle 
Laura wants damages for "congestion, inflamma- 
tion of the throat, nervous proshatlon. and the loss 
of thirteen pounds weight'-" Perhaps the magfs- 
tra,, 
believed that the lets of weight, at least, 


might have been due to her refusal to partake of 
food prior to her compulsory meal; at any rate he 
*ery properly threw the case out of court.

In order 
that they might remain in jail, the suffragettes re- 
fused to pay fines and so long as they remained 
they refused to eat. 
There was no pretense about 


it; they simpiv wanted to arouse sympathy for 
themselves by showing the country to what length 
they were willing to endure "'persecution" in order 
that their precious "cause" might be fortl^red! 


So far as this rase is concerned. It is truly a 


pity that the law does not assume a different at- 
titude toward prisoners who, presumably, are trying 
to couiinlt suicid'. 11 the deiudej cranks wno fancy 
that they are advancing the cause of woman suf- 
frage by <1> compelling the police to throw them 
in jail, and f5) starving themselves to arouse the 
•vmpathy of the weak-minded, want to pursue this 
course, they should by al! means be permitted to do 
•o. Place food before them three times a day with 
a courteous invitation to take it or leave It, and 
it if a safe bet that thev wouldn't leave It very 
long until an Internal gnawing would impel them 
to eat, even though the sacred cause of suffrage 
went to pot.
